lished there in the same year, but misdated 1442 
(Copinger, Supplement, II. part 1. No. 920, Pellechet, 
Catalogue général des Incunables, v. 1, no. 2003, 
2004). It was published again in the following year 
(Paris: L. Martineau. Proctor, v. 3, p. 568, no. 
7923). Other editions were: 1485, Paris; c. 1500, Pa- 
ris; 1506, Paris; and in the 1580 edition of the 
Malleus Maleficarum.
